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Vocal Instruction to

Second Talk o?i Subject by 
Professor Nice 



The talk liy the .Musical Director, 
l'ruf. Nice, tn the members of I lit- N'ur- 
licrlh Choral .Society last Monday even- 
ing was haseil on the anatomy or the 
physiology of tho voice, taking into 
consideration: 

First, the lungs, as the motive power 
nf the voice. 

Secondly, the larynx, containing the 
voice box. 

Thirdly, the pharynx, which com 
prises the cavities of resonance. 

Fourthly, the mouth and organs of 
articulation. 

As all good singing is based upon the 
amplification of the speaking voice (of 
course, it is taken for granted that the 
speaking voire is devoid of unnatural 
habits and in good healthy condition, 
but do not confuse "naturalness" with 
any wrong habits that have been form- 
ed and may at present seem correct 
through constant usage), it is well to 
state here just what happens when you 
talk or sing naturally. 

The mind suggests a certain sound, 
and immediately the vocal lip~, or 
chords as they are eommonlv miovv n, 
«re set into vibration by a current of 
air from the lungs. These vibrations 
are known as laryngeal sounds and 
must be transmitted to the mouth free 
of any interference. If only laryngeal 
sounds Were heard in speaking, we 
would have a very uninteresting con 
versational tone; but this is not so. 
When these vibrations leave the larynx 
they are converted into a tone wave, 
and enter the cavities of the pharynx, 
where they are naturally amplified. 
This amplilieat ion of the tone wave is 
known as resonance. 

The fact that you seldom hear two 
voices that have the same timbre is 
due to the different formations of these 
cavities and the voice box. 

There are three principal cavities in 
which resonance is produced: Chest, 
Palatal, Head. 

While all these cavities are very es- 
sential in producing resonance, the 
mouth is the principal resonator. 

A few thoughts on articulation were 
also emphasized by l'rof. Nice. The 
principal organs of articulation are the 
jaws, lips, tongue. 

When the mind anticipates a certain 
pitch, the outgoing breath is converted 
into a tone wave with the proper num- 
ber of vibrations for this anticipated

dents. In a high school with small at- 
tendance the cost of maintenance and 
operation is relatively very high. Di- 
versified courses are practically impos- 
sible without a teaching force out of 
all proportion to the student enroll- 
ment. Adequate school equipment for 
science laboratories, industrial shops, 
home economics, etc., mount in cost 
unduly in proportion to per capita stu- 
dent in the small high school as com- 
pared with the larger institutions. 

It is evident that there is a strong 
desire on the part of many citizens of 
Narberth to investigate thoroughly the 
feasibility and 1 practicability of an 
amalgamation of the Narberth and the 
Lower Merion High Schools. It would 
seem that it might be the part of wis- 
dom for the School Officials of Nar- 
berth to take cognizance of this sen- 
timent, in determining both their im- 
mediate and ultimate decisions in 
school matters. 

The Borough and the township have 
agreed on joint regulation in' health mat- 
ters uhctcr the direction of the Health 
Boards, and also in joint police pro- 
tection under, the mutual control of the 
Borough Council of Narberth and the 
Lower. Merion Township Commissioners. 
The good judgment of bur Borough 
Council, and our Health. Board in these 
matters has -received practically the 
unanimous approval of all the citizens. 
. Who knows, tut that an nmalgama- 
-tibn-^of + *he : two high-schools, may . tend; 
to cause an opening wedge for the fu- 
ture organization pf what is known in 
our Pennsylvania School Code' as a 
Joint School District, that may become 




detriment of proper elementary grade 
facilities. This, we take it, would seem 
that even if a new elementary grade 
building is needed should the high 
school pupils be sent to the Lower 
Merion High School, that a school build- 
ing could probably be "built with less 
cost to our Borugh than the one that is 
now- proposed. This would probably 
require a thorough survey or investiga- 
tion of our entire school organization 
with the result that the plans for the 
building could be revised either, in 
the first place, to accommodate both 
the elementary school and the high 
school, or, in the second place, only the 
elementary school, or possibily the ele- 
mentary school and the Junior High 
School (an organization of the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades). It would 
seem from all the evidence available 
that an elementary building will be 
needed very soon, even if the high 
.school should be discontinued. 
Danger in the Situation 
The serious part of this situation is 
that on account of the current and cross 
current opinions of our citizens, the pro- 
posed school loan may be defeated 
next Tuesday. Furthermore, it would 
be most unfortunate if the School Board 
of the Borough would not make some 
kind of an arrangement to lighten the 
present school loan by sending high 
school students to the Lower Merion 
High School. The present situation 
would not only menu continued half 
day sessions for a constantly inc.rens 
ing number of the elementary grades, 
but also inadequate working conditions 
hampering the Supervising Principal 
and the teachers so thnt "good schools" 
in the modern sense of the word would 
be an impossibility. It must be re- 
membered, that according to tjie School 
Laws of Pennsylvania, the School Board 
cannot bring another loan before the 
voters until the expiration of a year, 
which delay would undoubtedly cause 
an elapse of two or three years before 
the necessary school facilities could 4je 
provided. 

ObUgjatiOns of the School Board 
, In view of the confusion of the voters 
and particularly the school patrons of 
our Borough, joes it not behoove the 
School Board to make at once a com- 
plete and explicit statement of their 
plans, even if the. school loan should 
be endorsed by a majority of our citi- 
zens? It would seem that they would 
be obliged in a sense to obligate them- 
sely.es.. tojigree. to/investigate the situa- 
tion as thbrbugnly"as",p6s"slbTe';" to hire 
an educational expert from outside the 
Borough to advise them in their educa- 
tional policy; to try to arrange an agree- 



help solve our school troubles, aiding 
the success of the school loan, and 
avoiding what might be called a calam- 
ity in educational affairs in our Bor 
ongh. 



EXPLANATION OF THE PLANS. 



There is reproduced above an archi- 
tect 's drawing of the proposed new 
elementary school building for the 
Narberth. Public Schools. The con- 

struction costs of this plant are to be 
met by the loan which will be submitted 
to the voters next Tuesday. 

There is a great deal of confusion 
about the actual purpose of the $ir>(),- 
000 designated for the new buildings. 
The entire plan was explained at the 
open meeting held at the school on July 
14th. The new buildings, which were 
designated as entirely for the expansion 
of the elementary department, were des- 
cribed in the issue of "Our Town" 
of July 22nd. 

The. plan is to erect a new plant ad- 
jacent fo the present buildings, on 
Shnnd Field, just beyond the present 
new building, now occupied by the 
lower grades. The new building is 
planned to contain eight rooms, four 
on each floor. 

Between the present elementary build- 
ing (shown in the left of the illustra- 
tion) mid the proposed addition (at the 
right) would be built an auditorium, on 
the ground floor, as required by law, 
large enough to nccommodate about 800 
people. This would permit the entire 
school to assemble at one time, if de- 
sired, at the same time would supply 
Narberth with an auditorium large 
enough to accommodate the large 
crowds attending concerts, plays, com- 
mencement exercises, etc. 

It is planned that the floor of this 
auditorium be provided in part with 
movable seats, so that the center of the 
floor would become the gymnasium. It 
is planned, also, if the loan is approved, 
to convert the present inadequate gym- 
nasium into rooms for the Domestic 
Science department. 

Adjoining the Auditorium, in the 
renn the plans call for four other rooms, 
making the entire new plant consist of 
twelve rooms, considered by the Board 
as sufficient to accommodate the school 
population for years to come. 

Of tho $185,000 asked for, $150,000 
is for the construction of the plnnt as 
outlined above, and $15,000 to pay off 
an existing indebtedness. 

The uphove information is furnished 
to our readers at the request of a num- 
ber not fully informed as to the exact 
ipurp6se~0f * this "■proposed loan;- -Com- 
ment on the merits of the proposition 
is .withheld, as it will be found in full 
in another article.

Mr Patten, the Scout Master, stated 
that out of sixteen senior scouts of his 
troop onlv five attend the Narberth High 
School: eleven are attending elsewhere. 
It was proposed that the School 
Board withdraw the loan proposition, 
have a snrvev made of the requirements 
for the elementarv schools and then, at 
a special election, vote the amount 
necessarv to convert the High Schoo 
into accommodations for the graded 
school and provide such additional 
space as nuiv be necessary. This the 
Board refused to do. although it had 
ample time to do so after the proposi- 
tion was broached, insisting that the 
loan in its full amount must be granted 
and that the Board use as much of it 
as it might find necessary.

We are alren.lv taxed far beyond n 
normal average, and to add to this un- 
necessarilv, as the above argument will 
surelv show, is a hardship in which the 
peopie of Narberth cannot intelligently 
acquiesce. The Lower Morion authori- 
ties will agree to accept our High

The New York women have found ex- 
actlv what has been apparent in this 
State, that many districts are too small 
or too' sparsely populated to raise money 
enough to assure their schools either 
buildings or equipment measuring up to 
modern standards. 

Correction of the defect is to be 
found in a reasonable degree of con- 
solidation. S,., far as it can lie done 
without making the transportation dif- 
ficulties too great, neighboring schools 
can be drawn together. This involves 
no abandonment of the Little Red 
Sehoolhonse ideal, whether in the rec- 

Herniation of the New York women 

or in the proposals of Dr. Kiucgan and 
Ins co workers. The ideal of democratic 
education and a trained citizenship is 
fundamental in the l'nited State-. It 
is as strong now as it ever was. But 
scntinicntnlism should not be allowed 
to give it a backward slant. When the 
cross-roads schoolhou.-e is found to be 
poorlv ventilated, poorly equipped, un- 
sanitarv, and unable to fulfil the stand 
ard educational demands, something 
better must be provided lest the rural 
pupils be deprived of their right. 

If individual districts are unable to 
muster sufficient means, union of ad- 
jacent districts for meeting their joint 
need is natural and proper co-operation.
